(AP)—Senator John J. Sparkman 
charged last night the Republican 
party is a “destructive influence.” 
The Democratic vice-presiden- 
tial nominee halted his western 
Pennsylvania tour on street cor- 
ners and in meeting rooms to tell 
large and small groups the G.O.P. 
“has opposed every major piece 
of social legislation for the last 
20 years.” 

Sparkman stopped at such in- 
dustrial centers as Monongahela 
City, Washington, Donora and 
Monessen, winding up by address- 
ing a banquet at nearby Delmont.

Fred Gains Is Found Guilty 
Under Habitual Criminal Act 
—Served 7 Terms. 


Fred Gaines was found guilty 
of first-degree robbery and his 
punishment was ffxed as life im- 
prisonment in the Missouri Peni- 
tentiary today. He was charged 
with robbing Sam Geller, 1911 
North Florissant avenue, of $4838 
last Jan. 26. 

A jury in the court of Circuit 
Judge William H. Killoren found 
Gaines, Negro, guilty under the 
habitual criminal act, making the 
life sentence mandatory. The de- 
fendant had served seven work- 
house sentences for felonies, six 
for larceny from a person and a 
seventh for carrying concealed 
weapons, 


Geller, a tailor and real estate 
operator, testified Gaines had 
followed him several blocks be- 
fore Geller was robbed and 
knocked unconscious in the 1200 
block of North Fifteenth street. 


Geller’s @xplanation for carry- 
ing so much money was that he 
did not trust banks. He said he 
carried rents from his various 
pieces of property in his pockets 
until he accumulated enough to 
buy new property. 

No defense testimony was of- 
fered. An oral statement Gaines 
made to police Feb. 1 was intro- 
duced as evidence. 

The jury deliberated one hour 
and 40 minutes before returning 
its verdict. Last June, in an 
earlier trial of the same case, the 
jury reported itself hopelessly 
deadlocked after two hours, and 
a mistrial was declared.

There is no other problem on 
which we Americans need to think 
so clearly as the problem ¢reated 
by this Soviet drive. for world 
dominion. A misstep, an unwise 
action, a failure of reason and-will 
could touch off world tragedy. 
But it is equally true where cool 
heads and straight thinking and 
unwavering determination are the 
guides, the only guides which can 
lead us safely to world peace. It 
is up to us in America to supply 
this guidance, acce 
sponsibilities of leadership which, 
whether we like it or not, have 
sought us out and from which we. 
cannot avert our faces. 


We did not choose this struggle 
in Korea and in the. world.~We 
don’t want it. But, we can’t avoid 
it and our future dépends on its 
outcome. We fate the questions 
of how we are to wage this strug- 
gle and how we are to win it. I 
want to explore tytse questions 
with you tonight soberly and ob- 
jectively. Like every parent who 
has sons in the service; I do not 
want to see the shadows of poli- 
tics fall across the part your boys 
and mine must play in the un- 
folding drama of war and peace.

And if 
we had just turned tail and run 
in Korea, would we, d@ you sup- 
pose, resist the next blow? 

No, I think we would wait, until 
one by one our friends and allies 
fell, until at last alone and ap- 
prehensive, our defense perime- 
ter threatened, we would wait for 
the blow to fall on us. We might 
have saved some tax money in the 
process, in between, but, used tuis 
way, saving has a very hollow 
sound. Withdrawing then, it seems 
to me, is not a real alternative. 

Some Republicans, . including 
my opponent, say that we should 
then let the Koreans do the fight- 
ing. 

Well, let us analyze this pro- 
posal. It has been common knowl- 
edge, I thought, for a long time 
that the United States has been 
training and equipping Korean 
forces and that these forces are 
taking on more and more of the 
burden.

Prosecutor Anselm Sodaro at- 
tempted: at one point in ques- 
tioning-another character witness 
to inject the name of “the other 
woman,” Miss Mathilda Mizi- 
brocky, a United Nations employe, 
into the questioning for the first 
time. He was rebuffed by Judge 
Herman M. Moser, who is sitting 
in the case without jury. 

Two Met Casually. 

Sodaro, in his opening state- 
ment, had said Grammer and 
Miss Mizibrocky first met casu- 
ally in a bow alley. 

Grammer. t led briefly, for 
the second day, on circumstances 
in which he gave police a state- 
ment about his wife’s death, He 
said he was “mentally tired and 
hungry” when the statement was 
given, ~Its’ content is still a 
guarded secret, and the prose- 
cutor has refrained meticulously 
from calling it a “confession.” 
Sodaro has said,. however, it eon- 
tains some “serious admissions.” 

Judge Moser may rule today 
whether it will be admitted in 
evidence. 

Maryland courts, have usually 
strict rules about using the 
statements of an accused as evi- 
dence against him. The state 
must show Grammer ' talked vol- 
untarily, without being threat- 


ened, mistreated, misled, or |* 


promised anything. Getting the 
admissions into evidence is im- 
portant to the state’s case be- 
cause its other evidence against 
Grammer is mostly circumstan- 
tial, except for the motive.

I 
come before you, before Ameri- 
can citizens, to make a pledge, to 
pledge you this: 

If you want to substitute hon- 
est government for a government 
that is too tolerant of dishonesty; 
if you want to substitute loyal 
men in government for those who 
have been too indifferent toward 
subversion and disloyalty in gov- 
ernment; if you want to restore 
frugality to government instead 
of waste and extravagance; if you 
want to bring down the cost of 
government and, thereby, even- 
tually taxes; and, moreover—and 
most important of all — if you

tracks; then the answer is in ycur 
hands. 
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But it is all emphatic. 
Each one has an idea, and I 


give you just one oF 
the things that seem to 


I think of all of them, 

one is the fact that we believe 
that we have not been led intel- 
ligently toward peace. America 
seems to realize that seven years 
ago we were the mightiest nation 
on earth, not merely mighty on 
the terms that we are now mighty 
—an enlightened people of great 
spiritual strength; of great intel- 
lectual strength, the most produc- 
tive nation on earth—but in ad- 
dition we were then the, most 
powerful nation in the world mili- 
tarily.. All that great list of as- 
sets has been available for the 
use of our leaders, Let us look 
back at the record of those seven 
years. 

On the average, we~have the 
tragic toll of 100,000,000 human 
souls having passed each year to 
Communist domination. We have 
the record of loss of China, the 
emergency attion in Greece and 
in Turkey, and the airlift to save 
Berlin, and finally, Korea which 
unhappily still goes on,

five years ago. 

All of these things are bad 
enough and, admittedly, many of 
them cannot be helped; but many 
of them can be helped as long as 
we have these great problems to 
meet as a people if we do not at 
the same time have to tolerate 
subversion and dishonesty in gov- 
ernment, and yet day by day our 
headlines have reported to us 
things along this line that make 
us hang our heads in shame. 
Americans deserve the right to be 
proud of their own Government, 
ahd as long as that situation 
exists, we are not going to be 
united, we are not going to be 
leaders of the world toward world 
peace that we could be if we were 
united behind a firm and_honor- 
able Government. 

People are tired of waste, they 
are tired of Waste and extrava- 
gance. For example, $22,000 isn’t 
véry much to a Washington 
bpreaucrat, but on a report, sub- 
mitted not long ago by a commit- 
tee there was a $22,000 item. It 
bought a lemonade machine for 
Indochina. Now as I say, $22,000 
isn’t much to them, but it can 
mean a headache to us when it is 
too often repeated. 

In the same way we got, in 
North Africa, two airfields for the 
price of five. One of the services 
beught 20,000 chairs and only 
paid $10 more for each one than 
the market price. That is the kind 
of waste and extravagance that 
must be elimfhated now. 

And finally, people are tired 
of federal governmental interfer- 
ence into their business. The long 
nese of Government now reaches 
into almost every activity that we 
have.

We meet here to take up our.

This year marks the seventh 
anniversary of the ratification 
of the Charter. These years 
have demonstrated that the role 
of the United Natiens in the 
community of nations is an es- 
sential one, and one that will 
continue to increase in in- 
fluence and importance in the 
years ahead. 


The importance and influence | 


of the United Nations is reflected 
in the problems that come before 
it. They indicate the powerful cur- 
rents that make our period in his- 
tory one or turbulence and chance. 
Many of these problems will be 
with us for years to corfle. We 
cannot shy away from them even 
if we wished to do so. Our task is 
to face them squarely and realis- 
tically, with good faith and good 
sense, in the light of our joint 
and several responsibilities under 
the charter. 


Moreover there is an interde- 
pendence between these _ prob- 
lems. Each is made more diffi- 
cult of solution by the existence 
of the others. We cannot solve 
them all at once. But we can 
solve some; we can chip away at 
others; and we can use all the 
resources of the United Nations 
to prepare the way for more ef- 


fective co-operation between na- 


tions. 
Important Resource. 

One of the most important of 
these resources is the General 
Assembly, There.is no more rep- 
resentative or more influential 


international institution than the 
one in which we are now partici- 


pating. The Charter entrusts the 
Assembly with a wide variety of 
tasks and an equal variety of 
methods which it can employ. 

Three groups of problems lie 
before us: 

First, those that concern se- 
curity; 

Second, those that relate to 
the fulfillment of national and 
individual aspirations; and 

Third, the problems that have 
to do with economic progress 
of both individuals and commu- 
nities. 

The chief lesson of our experi- 
ence in the field of collective 
security is that the solidarity of 
the nations which support the 
Charter is absolutely essential. 
The alternative to this solidarity 
is the disintegration of the United 
Nations and the triumph of law- 
lessness in the world. 

The program which started in 
1950 ‘with the uniting for peace 
resolution, constitutes General As- 
sembly recognition that members 
of the United Nations must, by 
virtue of their membership, stand 
together and act together for the 
maintenance of peace. 

Co-operation Essential. 

.To make this work, whole- 
hearted co-operation is essential. 
The institution of the United Na- 
tions can be no stronger than its 
members. It is the governments 
and peoples of all! member nations 
who have the responsibility to be 
physically prepared and to be 
morally resolute to concert their 
strength for the cause of peace, 

This responsibility to e¢o- 
operate must be reflected not 
only in readiness to participate 

in action undertaken by the 
United Nations itself: but also 
in other ways recognized and 
sanctioned by the Charter. Re- 
gional and collective self-de- 
fense arrangements, entered 
into and developed in accord- 
ance with the Charter, are an 
integral part of a universal col- 
lective security system. When 
individual strength and collec- 
. tive strength are all dedicated 
to the cause of peace and the 
purposes of the Charter, the 

structure of security becomes a 

reality. 

The Secretary General put this 
matter forcefully in his report to 
this assembly. “The final test of 
effective collective security,” he 
said, “will always be that a suffi- 
cent number of member govern- 
ments are firmly committed in 
their policies to join in resisting 


armed aggression wherever it oc- 


curs and that they have at their 
disposal military power- strong 
enough to strike back with pun- 
ishing effect against any aggres- 
sor nation.” 

This is the lesson of the past 
seven years. It would be folly 
for us to lose sight of it. 

It is in Korea that our whole 
structure of collective security 
is meeting its supreme test. It 
will stand or fall upon what we 
do there. 

The United Nations fight in 
Korea is the fight of every na- 
tion and every individual who 
values freedom. Had our nerve 
failed at the time of this ruth- 
less act of aggression, these 
new buildings in which we meet 
today might already be the 
empty husks of our defeated 
hopes for this organization. Had 
Korea been allowed to fall te 


Had the Republic of Korea 
been allowed to fall te the ag- 
gressor, the delegates to these 
assemblies would now be look- 
ing to their left and te their 
right and asking which would 
be the next victim on the ag- 
gressor’s list. 

Korea is a test, not only of 
our courage at the initial mo- 
ment of decision, but éven more 
of the firmness of our will, the 
endurance of our courage. The 
| aggressor, having defied the 
United Nations and lost, having 
found himself pushed .back be- 
hind his initial line of attack, 
now counts for victory upon 
those of faint heart who would 
grow weary of the struggle. 


There are. moments in history 
when determined will through 
dark hours brought victory. My 
country’s trials came at the very 
outset of its history. The darkest 
moment for the United Nations in 
Korea came at Pusan. We met 
and overcame that trial, and now 
face the test of staying power. 
Ours must be the determination 
and the will to sustain this crucial 
test. I will not pretend that the 
burden is light. My countrymen, 
like those of many of you, regard 
with anxiety and grief its human 
cost. But to the question: How 
long shall this be?

Nations committed under the 
Charter not to use force to im- 
pose their will on other nations 
should not have to maintain huge 
armaments to protect themselves 
from one another. The mainte- 
nance of huge armaments itself 
constitutes a danger to peace. But 
disarmament cannot be achieved 
by denunciation in a battle of 
epithets. It can be achieved only 
by international agreements un- 
der effective safeguards which 
will protect law-abiding states 
from the hazards of violations and 
evasions. Until all states with 
substantial armaments are willing 
to co-operate in effective, guaran- 
teed disarmament the free law- 
abiding nations of the world must 
arm and remain armed in self- 
defense.

It provides effec- 
tive safeguards to ensure an open 
world with no secret armies and 
no secret weapons. 

In submitting this program we 
gave outlines, not details. We 
did. not insist that ours were the 
only proposals that could carry 


for the responsibilities of self- 
government. 

This is, I think illustrated by 
the following facts: Of the 800,- 
000,000 people in the free world 
who were in the different cate- 
gory 10 years ago, some 600,000,- 
000 have already attained full 
independence. In this period a 
dozen new nations have emerged, 
and most of them are now play- 
ing an important role in the 
United Nations. 


Futhermore, rapid progress 
has been and is being made to- 
ward self government for the 
200,000,000,000 others who still 
remain in varying stages of de- 
pendency. What these facts sug- 
gest is that the differences con- 
fronting us are not differences 
of purpose: they are differences 
of method and of timing and they 
can be solved through wise states- 
manship. 


Over 175 years ago the Amer- 
ican people asserted and estab- 
lished their right to their own 
national life. Surely we can and 
do understand the similar aspira- 
tions of other people. Indeed, 
our record establishes this far 
more conclusively than any as- 
sertion I could make. 

Our own experience and re-'| 
sponsibilities have alse taught us | 
the necessity for wisdom and un- | 
derstanding between administer- | 
ing powers and dependent peo- 
ple. For it requires understand- 
ing on both sides to solve the

* This is an insulting picture, too. If it is the 
result of frustration and bitterness in the often- 
deteated Republican Old Guard, still Americans 
do not regard themselves as dupes of the gov- 
ernments they have elected. Nor do they think 
of themselves as divided and weak. That, as Ste- 
venson observed, is the picture that Moscow 
paints of us. 

But the Democratic nominee drew the distine- 
tion between himself and the G.O.P.’s “dinosaur 
wing” more clearly than this. He drew it along 
lines of a fundamental philosophy of government, 
which often becomes lost in the name-calling 
and labeling of a political eampaign.

What is the distinction? It is simply that Ste- 
venson believes government “may and indeed 
must play its part in our steady national effort 
to promote welfare and to diminish hardship” 
but, as he added, “no government may interfere 
with our conscience, may tell us what to. think.” 

This is standard American political philosophy. 
It guided the Republican party in its 1948 cam- 
paign. Honest men might protest or accept fed- 
eral economic measures, but nobody questioned 
freedom of thought. The parties contested on is- 
sues but agreed on the basic rules of the game. 

Today it is different. There are those in the 


G.O.P. camp who think it is dangerous for gov- ° 


ernment to delve into economic matters but, in 
addition, think it safe for government to try to 
interfere with men’s thinking. They see dictator- 
ship in a public housing bill and security in an 
inquisition. 

Behind all this is the ridiculous notion that 
Americans have to fear Communism among 
themselves more than Communism at the point 
of millions of Soviet bayonets. Irrationality has 
infected the fearful.

Fear is part of McCarthyism, inherent in the 
repeated lie and repainted smear. It prompts the 
pillorying of witnesses and the offensive notion 
that a man is guilty until proved innocent, It 
underlies the ineffective loyalty oaths, the cen- 


_ goring of books and films, the psychology of 


conformity and hatred of anything else. 

. Because of this trend, it is even possible for 
the Spanish Fascist press to conclude gleefully 
that democratic America is moving the way of 
dictatorial Spain. That is a shocking thought. 


Yet this whole idea of America is a lie. It is 
the biggest lie of all. America’s power, prosper- 
ity and political health cannot be erased by cam- 
paign oratory.. While the people believe in them- 
selves, they need not fear fear itself. 

“A few peddlers of hate and fear,” Gov. Ste- 
venson says, “would be of little consequence if 
they had not been welcomed to the leadership 
of the Republican ‘party.” 

The consequence is that fear has been manu- 
factured for the Republican crusade—and what 
kind of crusade is that? 
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Steel Legacy in Coal 


The difficult legacy left by the steel wage case 
is complicating the coal case now before the re- 
constituted Wage Stabilization Board. 

Industry and union agreed, just in time to 
avert a damaging strike, on a wage increase of 
2334 cents an hour. Only 13 cents, an hour 
can be approved by the WSB as a cost-of-living 
increase under its previously established formula, 
Question: shall the formula be stretched or sup- 
plemented, as it was in the steel case, or shall 
the wage award be trimmed at the risk of an 
almost certain strike? 

In one respect the two controversies differ 
markedly. Whereas in steel the industry fought 
the wage award every step of the way, in coal 
the industry turns up as the principal advocate 
before the WSB.of the agreed contract. The in- 
dustry argues that the full 2354 cents would 
not be inflationary, from the wage standpoint, 
because 80 many miners are working less than a 
full week. It is pointed out that the miners have 
had no wage increase for 20 months. The indus- 
try has even argued that the cost-of-living for- 
mula should be dated from November, 1950, in- 
stead of January, 1951—which is the same argu- 
ment the steel union presented in the earlier 
case. 

The WSB has properly refused to be hurried 
in its decision by pressure from the union. Its 
officials undoubtedly are aware that they cannot 
insist too stromgly on applying a formula which 
underwent considerable stretching in the steel 
case. And yet they cannot overlook the. possi- 
bility that stretching the formula in coal will 
surely be cited as a precedent for stretching it 
somewhere else. 


Mossadegh’s Latest Folly 

The rabidly nationalistic premier of Iran, Mo- 
hammed Mossadegh, now is breaking off diplo- 
matic relations with Great Britain. That makes 
the difference over Iran's oil wider than ever: 
and this will not help anybody—except perhaps 
the Russians. 

In the 18 months since this dispute broke out, 
Iran has shown that it cannot handle its oi! re- 
sources. The seized refinery at Abadan is as idle 
as an abandoned carriage factory. The Iranians 
have not been able to sell even the oil which 
was on hand when the British left: And without 
oil revenues the country is virtually bankrupt. 


Meanwhile, the British have recognized the le- 
gality of the oil nationalization. They have made 
concessions in connection with a proposal under 
which they would refine and market Iranian oil 
on a royalty basis. And in conjunction with the 
United States, they have proposed that Iran sub- 
mit their claim of compensation for’ the seized 
refinery to the International Court of Justice. 
This proposal also carried the offer of a $10,- 
000,000 loan from the United States to Iran. But 
*in stubbornly insisting on his own terms, Mossa- 
degh has brought the matter to its present ex- 
treme position. 

What happens next is hard to say. Like an 
Oriental peddler, Mossadegh may have said more 
than he meant, but British pride is not conducive 
to more haggling, especially since the British 
have found ways of getting along without Iranian 
oil at least for the time being. But hard-pressed 
Iran is hardly in shape to play a waiting game. 
The lachrymose Mossadegh’s action may have 
political repercussions, and those repercussions 
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may give the Russians s chance to take « hand 
in the game. 

It is easy enough to deplore

‘Throughout his tenure as Secretary General 
of the United Nations, Trygve Lie has urged the 
big powers, in their struggle among themselves, 
not te forget the under-developed areas of the 
world, His report to the current session of the 
Genéral Assembly renews the warning, this time 
with a note of urgency: 

At the present rate of capital flow, the 
- dangerously low living standards of the 
under-developed countries, instead of mov- 


rising in 
areas threaten to make the situation still 
worse in the future. 


UN: members ‘know, as Mr. Lie says, that the 
historie forces at work in the colonial areas of 
Asia, the Middle East and Africa, will hot be de- 
nied. The question is whether these forces will 


‘be channeled into evolutionary growth, -with 


peace and moderation, or into violent upheavals 
which induce these countries to trade their po- 
litical indgpendence for the promise of economic 
welfare. 

The technical assistance programs already un- 
dertaken witness the general recognition of the 
problem, But Mr. Lie says technical aid is not 
enough. A much larger flow of capital to the 
under-developed areas must somehow be brought 
about. Yet those countries with the capital hesi- 
tate to venture it amid present uncertaintiés, and 
“thus another apparent impasse has been reached 
in a vital section of the effort to establish the 
necessary conditions for a more peaceful world.” 


The Secretary General has asked the Assem- 
bly to work seriously toward immediately in- 
creasing the flow of capital to under-developed 
areas by one billion dollars a year from both 
private and governmental sources. He points out 
that such a program would not only aid the 
colonial countries, but would act as a stabilizing 
influence on the world economy as a whole. 


With rearmament burdens what they are, this 
is a stiff prescription. But the impertanee of the 
problem cannot be denied. The leading members 
of the U.N. cannot do other than to heed Mr. 
Lie’s appeal for a “new, concerted, integrated 
international effort” in the direction pointed by 
President Truman’s “Point IV.” 
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Whirling the Clock Back 


There has been speculation over whether Gov. 
James F. Byrnes’ introduction of Gen. Eisen- 
hower at Columbia, S.C., did the Republican 
presidential nominee more harm than good in 
the country as a whole. That speculation :can 
now be ended. The net must have been harm. 


For Gov. Byrnes stand§ revealed today as a 
man who would turn the clock back 125 years. 
He has gone before the people of his state and 
called on them to repeal the provision in the 
South Carolina Constitution which requires the 
maintenance of free public schools. 


And why is Gov. Byrnes—former Senator 
Byrnes, former Secretary of State Byrnes, former 
Supreme Court Justice Byrnes—ready to have his 
state abolish its free public school system? Be- 
eause he is afraid the United States Supreme 
Court may rule in favor of those citizens of 
Clarendon county, S.C., who have challenged ra- 
cial segregation in education. 


The case is to be argued next Dec. 8 and on 
Nov. 4 South Carolina will vote on repealing its 
constitutional free public school provision. Gov. 
Byrnes hopes the basis of the public school sys- 
tem will be eliminated so that South Carolina 
can secede from free public education in the 
United States-if discrimination is outlawed by 
the Supreme Court. 

Believers in justice all over the country will 
hope that Gov. Byrnes’ extreme course will find 
few followers among South Carolinians. They 
will hope that no state will ever do what he now 
proposes. Also they will hope that Gen. Eisen- 
hower will somehow make it clear that his ad- 
miration for James F. Byrnes stops short of ac- 
cepting a stand which negates the historic Amer- 
ican precept of equal rights for all. 
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Hail, Columbia 


The split in the Columbia University faculty 
over the presidential campaign is not too straight 
up the middle of the road, as Gen. Eisenhower 
may be pained to observe.

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Flaws in the Defense Structure ? 


A political campaign is not the best forum 
for the serious discussion of intricate problems 
of defense organization. The criticism of our 
present organization now being made by Dr. Van- 
nevar Bush, president of the Carnegie Institu- 
tion, should be regarded as outside of politics. 
Whatever the result of the campaign, Dr. Bush's 
views will deserve the most serious consideration. 

Like many others, Dr. Bush believes the Na- 
tional Security Council is inadequately staffed 
and fails to make the contribution of which it is 
capable. He centers his criticism, however, upon 
the organization of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. He 
says its military planning is inadequate because 
the members of the Joint Chiefs are overbur- 
bened with command duties. He would separate 
membership in the Joint Chiefs from command 
of the component services. 

Because Dr. Bush has played an important 
role in security planning himself, his view of its 
shortcomings commands respect. When he says 
that under the present system heavy expendi- 


- tures for weapons have been made “on the basis 


of superficial examination,” and that Congress 
has jost effective control over defense spending, 
he is making clear the need for a searching re- 
examination of the whole defense organization. 

Such a study cannot be conducted in the heat 
of a political campaign, but it should be a first 
order of business for the next Congress.

The Letter 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 


It is because The New York Times means , 


so much to us that we feel chagrined and 
bewildered by your continued support of 
Gen. Eisenhower's candidacy. 

We are not accustomed to see your edi- 
torial comments challenged by the news 
you carry—as is the case with the cover- 
age of the General’s’ campaign, which 
shows how the leadership of his party has 
slipped from his hands. 

We are not accustomed to see The New 
York Times wrestling with stubborn facts 
to the point of refusing to admit that the 
General no longer stands for the policy 
which won him The Times’ original in- 
dorsement. 

Since you formally came out for the 
General on Jan. 7, many things have hap- 
pened, particularly to the General. On 
Sept. 12 he met Senator Taft, who later 
told the press: 

“The greatest threat to liberty today is 
internal, from the constant growth of big 
government, through the constantly in- 
creasing power and spending of the Fed- 
eral Government. ...I1 wished to be sure 
that the new Administration will be in- 
spired with the philosophy of extending 
liberty before I entered into an extensive 
speaking campaign. 

“After a satisfactory discussion with 
Gen. Eisenhower this morning for two 
hours, I am satisfied that this is his ‘philos- 
ophy.’ ” 


The Victory That Was Lost 


Is this the philosophy of The New York 
Times. too? We know it is not. Yet your 
editorial on the Taft-Eisenhower meeting 
approaches the matter with considerable 
equanimity. 

You state that Senator Taft has given 
evidence of moving closer to Gen. Eisen- 
hower's position. With your traditional 
fairness you admit the possibility that the 
difference between Gen. Eisenhower and 
Senator Taft may “prove to be not one of 
degree at all but of principle.” But in a 
philosophical mood you add, “Only time 
will tell.”

It was the threat of Taft's candidacy that 
brought you, like many others, to come 
out for Eisenhower. But we think you are 
paying Eisenhower an exorbitant reward 
for having won over Taft a victory that 
later slipped out of his hands. 


“Case af Misplaced Cohsistency” 


In our belief, those who still support 
the Eisenhower-Taft coalition take too 
great a chance with the nation’s destiny. 
There is still time. but not much time. 
Will The New York Times recognize this, 
or will it uneasily drift along until elec- 
tion day with Eisenhower and Taft?

The Editorial 


A letter from a distinguished group of 
friends clearly calls for an answer 6n our 
part. The letter deals with the question of 
whether Gen. Eisenhower has surrendered 
to Mr. Taft in the matter of foreign policy. 


To prove that he has, the letter quotes 
Mr. Taft’s remark of Sept. 12 to the effect 
that “the greatest threat to liberty today is 
internal” and his further remark that after 
a two-hour conference with Gen. Ejisen- 
hower, “I am satisfied that this is his phi- 
losophy.” 

Now the comment of Mr. Taft about the 
greatest threat to liberty being internal 
comes, though our correspondents do not 
note this fact, ffom a paragraph of his 
Sept. 12 statement beginning with the 
words, “As I see it.” That is, as Mr. Taft 
sees it, 


And the comment about Gen. Eisenhow- 
er agreeing with this philosophy does not 
come where our correspondents put it— 
that is, immediately after the remark about 
our greatest danger being internal; in- 


stead, it comes same distance later in Mr. ° 


Taft's remarks, after Mr. Taft had gone on 
to discuss such matters as the protection 
of the public from pressure groups, the 
necessity of decentralizing federal power, 
and so forth. 


General Should Have Spoken Up 


We will readily agree that there is some 
ambiguity, in these circumstances, as to 
the area of agreement which this later re- 
mark of Mr. Taft's was intended to cover, 
and we certainly think that Gen. Eisen- 
hower should have spoken up for himself 
on Sept. 12 rather than let Mr. Taft do all 
the talking. 

But, especially considering his long and 
devoted service to the cause of achieving 
close collaboration between the democratic 
nations in the face of the threat of Rus- 
sian imperialism, is it not fair to listen to 
Gen. Eisenhower when he does speak up 
for himself? 

At St. Paul on Sept. 16, four days after 
his conference with Mr. Taft, Gen. Eisen- 
hower did not describe the greatest threat 
to liberty as internal; instead, he said: 
“Overshadowing all else in our lives is the 
question of peace, finding a way of deal- 
ing with the world in co-operation with all 
free countries.” 


Remarks in Taft's Home City 


Six days later. in Mr. Taft's home city of 
Cincinnati, he said: “We declare—simply 
and firmly—that we, the free people of the 
Western World. can never find our salva- 
tion in any attempt to stand apart and 
live completely alone in this world.” 

At Flint. he said: “Enlightened self- 
interest demands that the free nations fol- 
low the way of collective secutity.” 


At Champaign, Ill, he said: “We must 
for our own safety lead the world.to a 
“ollective security that can defy Commu- 
nism confidently and without war.” 

At Duluth. he said: “We know that our 
country cannot live alone. The very word 
isolationism is meaningless.” 

Speaking in Portland, Ore., he declared 
that only a strong United States can “lead 
the free nations of the world into a volun- 
tary association which will bind them to- 
— firmly in opposition to the spread 

of Communism 


At San Francisco he declared: “We must 
continue helping free people stay free. 
We must prevent further conquest by the 
Communists that would increase their 
strength and weaken us.” 

And at Los Angeles, he said: “Basic to 
everything else, we must develop a security 

among the free nations that will 


program 
work. To do that we must first bring about 


a position of strength that will persuade 
the Kremlin that further military aggres- 
sion anywhere is useless.” 

Are not these words worth listening to?

God-Intoxicated Man 


NEWMAN'S WAY. by Sean O'Faolain. (Devin-Adeir 

Co., 335 pes., $4.50.) 

Somewhere in this highly readable re- 
construction of “the of John Hen- 
ry Newman” the author dryly remarks that 
“men always behave most oddly when God 
goes to their heads.” 
applies with specific force te the God- 
inebriated man who grows in these pages 
from over-imaginative, evangelical boy and 
solemn adolescent—his happiest refuge his 
own mind—into one of the most eminent 
of that community of saints-on-earth widely 
considered peculiar to the Roman Catho- 
lic Church. 


Apparently one of Newman's hardest 
labors was the struggle, long-protracted 
and never completely successful, to resolve 
the paradox in himself. A man of truth, 
he told the truth 
sometimes oddly, es- 
pecially about him- 
self. He always 
blended, Mr. O’Fao- 
lain says, “a meticu- 
lous intellectual ac- 
curacy with a deli- 
cate perception of 
the subtleties of the 
mind.” 

But the blending 
refined out “the si- 
multaneous war of 
the emotiotis,” mak- 
ing inte Bn New- 
' , man's intellectualiza- 

Sean O'Feolain tions “autopsies or 
post-cogitations ... quite untrustworthy as 
complete accounts of what happened.” All 
other biographers of Newman, O’Faolain 
asserts, have accepted these post-mortems 
too admiringly: his own purpose has been 
to examine narrowly but fairly the emo- 
tional bases of Newman’s actions as well, 
to reveal in this “Shelley of the intellect” 
the forces that, among other things, made 
him regard all reasoning as a weariness of 
the flesh yet made him manifest a reason 
as profound and self-exacerbating as that 
of any of the fourth century fathers whom 
he loved so well. 

His life (1801-00) spanned dramatic 
times, but he was no man for the secular 
arena. His immense powers as tractarian 
and dialectician were dedicated to theo- 
logical controversies, His great personal 
charm was channeled into magnetizing the 
young and attracting them toward God. He 
had an inordinate respect for authority but 
was himself “not made for the hurly-burly, 
hardly even for communion with men.” 
He was positive and inflexible, with a 
“devilish temper, passions so ungovern- 
able that they could unman him, and a 
tong that could clip a hedge.” He could 
never palliate or tolerate the dusty answer 
his soul got in its hot quest for certainty. 
“Pound me, O Lord, into small bits. Grind 
me down. Anything for a meek spirit.” 

Mr. O’Faolain does much to disclose a 
more believable Newman, not “a fabulous 
image in a fog of fame” but a man who 
illustrates as few can the torments that all 
who seek passionately after religious certi- 
tude are liable to. ALVIN R. ROLFS.

Wonder drugs have resulted in ow 
a striikng reduction in children’s 
deaths from certain types of tu-| and 
berculosis, Dr. Edna ‘*M. Jones of 
Northville, Mich., told the annual ago 
Mississippi Valley Conference on 
Tuberculosis here today. 

Deaths among children suffer- 
ing from tuberculous meningitis 
at a Michigan sanatorium were 
reduced from 100 per cent to 23 
per cent with the introduction of 
streptomycin and other new 
drugs, she said. 

In primary tuberculosis with 
bronchial complications, the death 
rate was cut from 23.6 per cent 
to 1.8 per cent, she said, adding 
that this drop is chiefly due to 
prevention of the development of 
tuberculous meningitis in these 
children. She said child deaths 
from all forms of tuberculosis 
have been reduced from 9 per 
cent six years ago to 2 per cent 
now.

LONDON, Oct. 17 (AP) — The 
top parliament of the Church of

This 
ig a new force in international 
relations. It expresses a grow- 
ing sense of international re- 
sponsibility for the needs and 
hopes of individual human be- 
ings. Behind this work lies a 
growing awareness that, in the 
twentieth century, international 
co-operation must mean not 
only treaties and conferences, 
but people ef many nations 
working alongside each other 
to grow more food, to wipe out 
illiteracy and dise~--, to in- 
crease production and trade. 

The key to economic prog- 
ress, to the expanding world 
economy for which we are all 
striving, is found in co-opera- 
tive action to enable the world 
to increase its output of agri- 
cultural and industrial prod- 
ucts. This is the heart of the 
matter. We are only beginning 
to appreciate the tremendous 
possibilities of the less devel- 
oped areas for this kind of ex- 
pansion with the creation of 
basic economic facilities, par- 
ticularly power and rt. 

As the technical assistance pro- 
grams of the United Nations and 
its agencies continue to work 
their transformations in the eco- 
nomic and social fields, I am con- 
fident that we shall see an accel- 
eration of private investment, 
both domestic and foreign. This 
is a process.that may take many 
years of work, but in no other 
field of action I believe, will we 
find that our efforts have so 
multiplied an effect as in the 
field of technical assistance. 
There is no greater challenge 
to our ingenuinty than that 
which si to be found in the stark 
contrast between present levels of 


products, and the knowledge 

available to us by which that pro- 

duction could be multiplied many 

times over.

The Picture Lost Its Way, Too ) 

HE acrid, lean quality of Ernest Hemingway seems to be 
Ts cuticutt one to translate tothe snot The only time it 
of “The Killers.” But only a little of it seeps into “THE 

SNOWS OF KILIMANJARO” at the ST. 
LOUIS. This is the famous Hemingway 
short story, here expanded to an overly long 
two hours, about an author (Gregory Peck) 
who is dying of an infection on an African 
hunting trip and broods back over his mis- 
: spent life, if you can call a life that included 
a long love affair with Ava Gardner misspent. 

The life, as seen in flashbacks, has several incidents merely 
mentioned in the story enlarged into major episodes. The 
results are curiously uneven. Some of the moments in Paris 
and Madrid, some of the hunting scenes'in Africa, are vivid, 
atmospheric and dramatic. Some are very bad, particularly 
the Spanish Civil War scene where ‘the author, enlisted in the 
Loyalists, finds his lady love, who just happened to wander 
into the same battle as an ambulance driver, dying under the 
ambulance, one of the hammiest bits in years. 

Peck plays the hero well enough. It is not his fault that 
much of the strength of the story is lost, that the writer seems 
only a dissatisfied man to whom success, money and women 
came too easily, and not a particularly interesting character. 
Then, too, the point of the riddle about the leopard found 
frozen far above the timber-line on Mount Kilimanjaro is not 
made very well; it wa’ supposed to indicate that the author, 
like the leopard, had lost his way, but this point is thrown 
away in an idle drunken remark in a bistro. Altogether, this 
has concentrated more on exploiting the personal charms of 
Miss Gardner and giving us good shots of game-hunting than 
in development of ideas, If its mood and thoughts had been 
constructed with the loving care devoted to the Technicolor, 
we might have had something. 

Some of the unevenness of the drama, which is alternately 
crisp and dawdling, is evinced in the technical details. Ex-., 
citing hunting shots taken in Africa are mixed in with camp 
scenes of the principals themselves taken on a huge sound 
stage with a cyclorama of Mt. Kilimanjaro painted in the 
Background. It casts a pall of artificiality over the realism 
created a moment before. The weakening of the force of the 
yarn is indicated by the fact the screenplay writers couldn't 


‘bear to let the hero die in bitterness, but arranged a chterful 


recovery. 

While Ava herself is still more a seductive beauty than 
an actress, Susan Hayward, Hildegarde Neff and Leo G. Car- 
roll give excellent support to Mr. Peck. It has been suggested, 
however, that the best actor in the picture is the hyena who 
comes sniffing towards the tent where the hero is lying near 
death; somebody’s going to put the animal up for an Oscar. 
It is, really, one of the best sequences in the film; too bad it 
all couldn’t have been as good.

ables.” It deals with the question 
of segregation in hospitals and 
the dificult situations that arise 
when hospitals do not accept all 
sick people but put limitations on 
their service. 

‘ The Southern Conference Edu- 
cational Fund is a South-wide, 
non-profit organization with head- 
quarters in New Orleans. The lit- 
tle prospectus sent out with the 
pamphlet states that “it is dedi- 
cated to the fight against racial 
segregation and discrimination in 
all fields of social endeavor.”

THROUGH PAMPHLETS and 
publications, conferences and 
opinion polls, the S.C.E.F. seeks 
to achieve a more equitable shar- 
ing of our democratic heritage. 
Its funds come from voluntary 
contributions from some 3000 in- 
dividuals throughout the country. 
“The Untouchables” is one of its 
pamphlets. Ben Shahn has con- 
tributed the illustrations and lay- 
out, as a gesture of his concern 
with the great social problems 
the pamphlet discusses. The text 
was written by a native South- 
erner and a former New Orleans 
newspaper man, Alfred Maund. 

No one could look through this 
pamphlet without being deeply 
troubled that such things as it 
describes should happen any- 
where in the United States. Some 
of the instances it mentions go 
back many years, but also de- 
tailed are some occurrences of re- 
cent years that seem fairly shock- 
ing. 

For instance, on “Aug. 27, 1950, 
three victims of an auto accident 
were denied beds in Breckinridge 
County Hospital, Hardinsburg, 
Ky., because the establishment 
had no facilities for Negroes.” 
They were left lying on the floor 
of the emergency room for three 
hours, their wounds were wun- 
tended, and the only medjcation 
given them was morphine. One 
of the men died on the floor, and, 
ironically, his family later re- 
ceived a bill for “services ren- 
dered.” The others were removed 
to Louisville General Hospital 
where they eventually recovered. 
One sustained partial permanent 
paralysis as a result of a broken 
back. ;

Normal Children 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


ESULTS from a 24-year study of normal healthy chil- 
dren’s development have just been released.. Made by a 
University of California research team headed by Jean 
Walker MacFarlane, the study turned up several interesting 


facts—information you can use. 
1.Q. as a measure of a child’s 


abilities didn’t stand up in 


this study. The 24-year psychological study by MacFarlane 
and associates shows that I1.Q.’s are unreliable in pre-school 


age children. 


In older children, between the ages of 6 to 18 years, 
considerable variation showed in their 1.Q. tests, the results 
changing up or down 10 to 20 points or even more. Per- 
formance varied, the researchers concluded, because of changes 
in the child’s health, mood, desire to do well, ‘and interest 


in mental as opposed to sociai or 


athletic activities. 


The same child might show up as below average on the 
test one day when he didn’t feel well or just didn’t care 
how he did, but appear above average another day when he 
felt well and was especially interested. 


x * * 

ALTHOUGH THESE RESEARCHERS don’t emphasize it, 
I.Q. tests also neglect to measure all the aptitudes needed for 
successful living. They measure just a small group of 
“mental” abilities, neglecting entirely useful mechanical apti- 
tudes, initiative, imagination, and social aptitudes. 

Another fact definitely confirmed by this study is that 
girls mature faster than boys. At the same age, girls are fur- 
ther developed physically and have better developed person- 


alities than boys.

For instance, girls can usually be toilet-trained younger 
than their brothers. And the girls get over temper-tantrum 
habits by the age of 7, while boys may still have temper tan- 


trums up to 13 years. 


Girls learn to side-step the truth in order to get out of 


trouble about twe years younger 


than do boys, according to 


this study. Girls are lying out of trouble about age four. 
The boys stay in hot water by telling the truth until about 


6 years old. 


Perhaps this extra two years of practice in lying explains 


. why wives seem better able than their husbands to detect 


falsehoods. Even children soon learn they can put one over 


on father easier than on mother.

In turn, the three WAF officers 
stationed at the three sub-head- 
quarters work out problems on 
that level, and those at the 39 
bases do the same for the girls 
under their care. 

But there aren’t, as a matter of 
fact, too many serious problems 
with the women. 

“We particularly watch the 
housing situation,” she said, “so 
that we can properly the 
housing facilities at any of the 
bases. We can’t let a barracks 


ties for the girls,” 
‘Briggs, “and now a lot of men 


stand idle anticipating the arrival 
of a group of women, but on the 
other hand, we have to be ready 
for them. 

“As the result of that, it is 
the general rule now to provide 
barracks which would be usable 
for either men or women. And 
we think the men have benefited 
from it. 

“For. instance, it always has 
been the policy to give women a 
little more privacy than the men. 
Instead of a dormitory, we try 
to assign two, three or four girls 
to a private room. Now, the men 
frequently are given private 
rooms also.” 

The men, however, may protest 
that the “softening influence” of 
the women may have too far- 
reaching effects. The girls are 
permitted to put up fancy dra- 
peries and even build dressing 
tables and attach colorful skirts 
to them, if they want to pay for 
it out of their own pockets. They 
also may put bedspreads over 
the stern brown blankets. 

One girl is even making a

Col. Briggs knows what it is to 
be a private and stand at painful 
attention while a high-ranking 
officer comes by on inspection.

HE Greek theater grew up 
T out-of-doors. The ‘stage was 

‘in the open air, and so were 
the seats for the audience. As 
time went on, there came to be 
enough seats for thousands of 
persons. 

Money was granted from public 
treasuries to build theaters on 
hillsides and elsewhere. If rain 
fell, there was trouble, but many 
days in the year were clear and 
fair. The Greek climate was then 
(as it is today) mild enough for 
outdoor gatherings during most 
months of the year.

TENTS, or buildings, were pro- 
vided behind the stage, or at one 
side, for actors to use in chang- 
ing clothing. There were many 
changes of costume after Greek 
plays were made longer and more 
interesting. ~ 
' Some. plays were about gods 
who were supposed to come down 
from thé sky. Aeschylus, one of 
the writers of plays, felt that 
there should be a way to show 
this happening before the eyes of 
the audiefce. He asked that a 
crane be placed behind the stage, 
at the left side. 

The crane was hidden to a 
large extent by a high piece of 
scenery. The audience knew it 
was there, however, and spoke of 
“the god out of the machine.” 


The machine was used to make 
it seem that a god went back to 
the sky, as well as coming down 
fronr it. Heroes, including Hercu- 
les, also were made to appear and 
vanish in this way. 


4 GRttx THEATER 

THE GREEKS believed in sev- 
eral gods bé@sides those which 
were supposed to live on Mount 
Olympus. These included the god 
of the sea and gods of rivers. 
When one of the '“water gods” 
came into the play, he rose to the 
stage through a trapdoor. 

Some plays called for lighting 
and thunder. To supply lightning, 
mirrors were designed which 
could be turned; the mirrors pro- 
vided flashes of light from sun- 
shine. There also was a “thunder 
machine,” to supply rolling or 
crashing noises. - 

The time came when every city 
in Greece, also some small towns, 
had one or more theaters. The 
seats for the audience were made 
of wood first, but long rows 
of stone seats were built in later 
centuries.
